
RYTHER ON ALUMNI: “YOU ARE THE PRODUCT ” 



Mr- Ryther entertained 
and inspired guests at the 
Friday Alumni Dinner in 
Brock Hall with his 
ofl-the-cuff speech, "The 
Seven Ps in the Bryan 
Pod." Following are high- 
lights from his speech. 

It has been said that there are three things for 
a good speaker to remember, "Stand up, speak up, 
and shut up." I have a good example for ac- 
complishing things very rapidly. A young lady is 
here who will remember that we used to have 
banquets at the Reigledale Tavern in Georgia. We 
had a delicious dinner, and this young lady was 
mistress of ceremonies. I remember that she 
stood up and knocked for attention at the beginning 
of the program and said, "We will now have the 
benediction." Mark Senter, sitting next to me, 
said, "Boy, that was a short banquet." 

My father used to say that many a good talk 
has been ruined the last thirty minutes. I have a 
watch _and it tells time, but the sad part of it is, 
that it is also a calendar watch. October has just 
begun, and 1 didn’t come here to make a talk. 1 
came here to enjoy the fellowship with some of my 
young friends. I have been to a good many antique 
shows, but 1 believe this is the first one at which I 
was the antique! 


I want to talk about the "Seven Ps of the Bryan 
P Pod." The first one is Position. That gets 
personal with me, because back in the fall of 1929 I 
was taking a graduate course and wondering what 
the next year would hold. 1 started to write 
letters, and I wrote to 3 5 to 40 different colleges 
to offer my services. 1 heard from half a dozen, 
but all I know is that they took the other fellow. 
Finally, a friend of mine who knew Dr. George 
Guille, the first president of Bryan, said, "Why 
don't you write to Dr. Guille?" I was ready to 
write to anybody. And behold, Dr. Guille replied, 
"We are having a meeting on July 30. Come on up 
and we will be glad to talk with you." 

The next morning after I arrived, I met with 
Dr. Guille and some of the board, and Dr. Guille 
looked across the desk at me and said, "Do you 
believe the Bible?" I am so thankful that he 
stopped there. If he had said, "Do you know the 
Gospel?" I don’t know what I would have said. I 
suppose I had heard it somewhere along the line, 
but I am so glad he didn't ask. 

But this is the second P, the Place where I 
came to serve, for I was invited to be on the first 
faculty of William Jennings Bryan University, as it 
was known originally. 

Our president, Dr. George E. Guille was a 
beautiful man, if I ever saw one. He was always 
neat as a pin. I remember the last night I saw him. 
We had been out looking for students in Rhea 
County. When he waved good-bye, he said, "I wijl 
see you in the morning." That night he was reading 
his Bible and when his wife came to the room, she 
found he had gone to be with the Lord. 

Then there were Dr. Spindler, Mr. Bjerregard, 
Mr. Montoya, and Miss Yancey. They were the 
People in that first faculty at Bryan. 

That first year we had basketball for men and 
also for women. We had to choose colors because 
the school had no colors. We decided on scarlet 
and gold— scarlet for the blood and gold for rewards. 

Some of the students wanted a mascot and 
suggested an ape, but the board of trustees 
wouldn't stand for that kind of thing— no monkey 
business for them! _So_ we still had to choose a 
mascot and one of our blonds wanted a lion, and 
she growled around until she got it. Then one even- 
ing while we were sitting around, we started draw- 
ing and worked out a seal with the motto, "God 
Above All." Later it was changed to "Christ Above 
All" to be more relevant to the times.

While I am talking about this P, Playing, I re- 
call that one night we had planned a party and 
somebody went out and bought eight gallon jugs of 
cider. But one of the young ladies in town died, 
and so the party was cancelled, but the jugs were 
left sitting in the typing room. There they sat 
until finally we had a big explosion, and there was 
cider ail over the ceiling, the walls, and the floors. 

Then we had a drama club, and we had 
banquets. I’ll never forget the morning when Dr. 
Rudd stood in chapel in the days when the 
junior-senior banquet location was a big secret and 
he prayed, "Lord, keep the students safe as they go 
to Knoxville." 

Let us go to Praise. Dr. Guille hired me, but I 
didn't know what I was in for. He said, "Your 

salary is $200 a month." But he didn't tell me the 
salary would be paid with scrip, which we could use 
at the local stores. And a year later the salary 
went to $80 a month, if there was enough after the 
bills were paid. In spite of these seeming hard- 
ships, I doubt if Bryan ever had a group that felt 
more like the Lord wanted them there.

And then there were the Physical blessings. 
The high school had moved out of their old building, 
so it became the first home for Bryan. In that 
old building we had drips all over the place. When 
it rained, out came the old buckets. On those 
stairs there would sometimes be as much as a 
fourth cup of water standing where footsteps had 
worn a groove. But 1 wouldn't take anything in 
the world for those experiences. Then we moved 
up to the present main building before it was 
finished; I wish 1 had time enough to tell you about 
that building. It wasn't always like it is now. The 
wind blew through those rooms in the fall before 
the windows were in place, and we shivered! 

Then we come to the final P. The last one is 
the most important, because the seventh P in the 
pod is the Product. That is you. You are the 
products of Bryan. The Lord used Bryan the first 
year and over the past fifty-two years. You know 
what happens when you plant a pea! It sprouts and 
it grows and it makes what it had built into it. 
When it has the rain and the sun and is in the right 
soil, it produces. I have kept up with some of you 
folk^ well enough to know that you have been good 
Ps— good products— and I am proud of you and say, 
"God bless you." 
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All this was earthly preparation. What are we 
preparing for? I want to talk to you today about 
three kinds of preparation. The first one is earthly 
preparation. 

What did God want? Why did God make the 
earth? Why did He put people on it? Well, I am 
a Mom, and my kids know that Moms like to have 
their family all around them. They like to be with 
their kids and to do for their kids. So if I'm that 
kind of person, and 1 fix this great big dinner, and 
then I say, "Come on, kids, let's eat." What do I 
want them to do? I want them to come and eat! 

That's all God wants to do. He wants to have 
a family around Him, and He wants to give them a 
really lot of good things. It says in Romans 8:28, 
"All things work together for good to them that 
love God, to those who are called according to His 
purpose." 

But it doesn't stop there. 1 want to read the 
29th verse. That is what makes the 28th verse 
make sense. "For whom He did foreknow, He also 
did predestinate to be conformed to the image of 
His dear Son, that He might be the firstborn among 
many brethren." The Lord's got a table; He's fixing 
a big meal; He’s got it all ready. What does He 
want? He wants us to wash our face and hands 
and come to the table with a good appetite. He 
wants us to take what He's got to give us. But 
we're not readyl 

Then, there is a heavenly preparation. God 
did it all. He got ready to give birth to many sons. 
It's scary what Jesus said on the cross while He 
was suspended between heaven and earth and the 
blackness and the pain and the rejection of the 
people He loved. He said, "My God, my God, why 
have you forsaken me?" He was the joy of His 
Father, the Beloved; and God forsook Him. 

Jesus was the heavenly preparation! God turn- 
ed His back on Him because He can't stand to see 
sin, but He wanted us. He's got it all ready and He 
wants to share it. But we have to get rid of that 
sin, which separates us from Him. We are in train- 
ing, that's what our preparation is— training for 
eternity to be conformed to the image of that first 
Son so there can be lots of sons. 

I don't often ask questions, but 1 want to ask 


you this: When is the last time that you sensed 

the presence, of God all by yourself? We can talk 
about it all we want to, but how are we going to 
experience ft? What robs us of the presence of 
God? 

Number one, divisions. Divisions, no matter 
what the reason, separate us from the presence of 
God, because He has asked us to be one like He and 
the Father are one. The only thing that separated 
God and Jesus was the world's sin. That’s why God 
turned His back on Him, because there was sin, and 
it had to be dealt with. No matter how right we 
are, division is sin which separates us from the 
presence of God. 

The second thing that separates us is pride. 
Lucifer knew about that, didn’t he? thinking he 
could do something, or he could be something. 
Pride separates us from the presence of God. 

The third thing that separates us is selfishness. 
All the sin in the world, even pride and division, 
are caused by selfishness. 

I am going to ask you to make a mental note 
now and make some preparation to carry the 
presence of God with you personally out of this 
room. I want you today to remember that anytime 
some one of these things happens in your life to 
call yourself to attention. Check anger or bad feel- 
ing toward somebody, dirty stories, lies, lack of 
love, division— any of those things that come into 
your life. 

So all day today, grab hold of your thoughts, 
wherever they come from and make them obey, and 
bring "every thought into captivity to Christ." 

So there's an earthly preparation for being a 
school teacher, doctor, or whatever you wish; but if 
that is all you are preparing for, you’re wasting your 
time. Remember, there’s a heavenly preparation, 
and God did that for us because He has this big 
table and all these neat things prepared; and He 
doesn’t want to enjoy them alone.

MK scholarship report 

Over the past four years Bryan alumni have 
contributed $17,545 to the aiumni- sponsored 
Missionary Kids Scholarship Fund. During those 
four years, thirty-three MKs attending Bryan have 
received $16,750 toward their education.
